Danish atom 
scientist’s

Copenhagen, June 12, 

Professor Niels. Bohr, thé 
famous Danish atom scientist, 
today broke years of Press 
silence to issue the text of an 
open letter to the United Na- 
uens, appealing for Internae 
tlonal ce-operation in the use 
of atomic energy. 

The professor, who escaped 
from German-nceupled Denmark 
to join British ound American 
scientists in the work which pro- 
duced the Hiroshima bomb, 
stressed that a concerted effort to 
cope with the atont weapon's 
“ominous threat to civilisation” 
might offer “quite unique oppor- 
tunities to bridge International 
divergencies.” . 

he sprofersor, a Nobel. Prize 
winner who for years has refused 
to he interviewed, told the Unit- 
cd Natlons on the development of 
the bomb: “The jolnt American- 
British’ project remained un- 
known to me ‘until, after my 
escape from occupled eenmnne 
in the autumn of 1043, 'T came

“At that time I was taken into 
confidence about the great enter- 
nrise, which had then reached on 
advanced stage.” 

Serious problems 

Remarking that thoso asso.

Pittsburgh, June 11, 
Two men and two women 
were killed today during a 
night of terror before rescuers 
could reach a luxurious cabin

Four survivors, all men, were 
taken off the battered boat at 
dawn after they had watched 
their companions swept one by 
one to their deaths in the swirling

One of the drowned and one of 
the rescued were lock attendants 
who attempted to rescue earlier 
by a small boat and were hauled 
on beurd the cruiser. ‘ . 

A crowd of 2,000 lined the 
banka watching: the frail boat 
bobbing like a cork in the tor- 
rent with its trapped occupants, 

Before the tow boat reached the 
seene, a blimp tried several times 
to get a towline to the cruiser. 

A feuplane also tried: to-get a 
line aboard and’ drop lifebelts. 

James Woffenden, the ock- 
muster, who was one of the four 
rescued, spid: , 

“The boat kept bouncing up and 
down. It was awful, All I could 
do was to tell them to hang on 
tight and that help would get

Every ‘revolution in its 
dynamic stages involves in- 
cessant and very often furious 
controversy. That remains 
true whether the arena is a 
public forum or a private 
group. No details have ever 
leaked out of the fury of de- 
bate in the preparatory dis- 
cussions that preceded the full 
session of the People’s’ Politi- 
cal Consultative Conference 
last autumn. There was only 
Mr. Chou En-lai’s revealing 
reference to “fierce: demands 
and contradictions within 
the people's democratic unit- 
ed‘front which can and must 
be reconciled.” 

The, sharp switch in the 
direction of policy, and .in 
policy itself, which occurred 
during the absence .of Mao 
Tse-tung and Chou En-lai in, 
Moscow led to a_ reckless 
Sovietization :' of | economic 
machinery, This in turn 
produced stability and suf- 
focation. Private industry 
was brought’ to a standstill 
and threatened with extinc- 
tion .by blockade, merciless 


levies, and severe deflation. 


There must have been a tre- 
mendous amount of mutter- 
ing and gnashing of teeth 
among the victims. No doubt 
it was reflected, too, among 
the ruling class, both civil 
and military. 

The very decision to call 
the national economic con- 
ference last month, and to 
include representatives of 
private trade and industry, 
implied both political and 
economic ‘decisions in favour 
of private enterprise. After 
all, it is hardly possible to 
back-track in State economics 
without a political corollary. 
Therecan belittle doubt that 
during this fortnight the 
delegates wasted little time 
in passing round bouquets. 
There: must have been ‘some 
very plain speaking by the re- 
presentatives of private enter- 
prise, who bh * been driven 
almost to di gair and des- 
peration by the ruthless 
sweep and fierce pace of 
Sovietization, They pointed 
out, perhaps, that the essen- 
tial problem of China is to 
produce more, to create new 
industries and to get existing 
factories going again at full 
speed, , 

Instead of creating new 
wealth, through greater pro- 
‘duction, for the nation, the 
Government has been simply 
taking the livelihood from 
whole classes — industrialist, 
merchant, labourer and shop- 
keeptr. Industries created 
by private foreign and Chin- 
ese enterprise lay idle, and 
‘Ne unemployed and their 
dependents ran well into six 
figures, yet the energies of 
the new regime were direct- 
ed less to the creation of new 
wealth than to the trans- 
formation of. mechanism, and 
institutions, In some “cases 
‘State retail shops were sell- 
ing even below wholesale 
.prices—presumably with. no 
other aim than -to crush the 
‘private retailer. No doubt 
the. officials also said their 
piece no -less vehemently, 
with caustic criticism of the 
economy of ~- inflation, its 
fevers and abuses, and. its 
shocking disregard for. the 
welfare of ‘the people. '.- 

But the delegates .of private 
industry could “point to, the 
Common ~ Programme,” with 
its ‘alr. of -sweet,: redsonabl 
ness, and: ‘its, ‘guaxantecs.to 
protect the economic interests. 
and private property. of .all,

In th 
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‘Is there much talk of war 
ih Eastern’ Europe?

War-talk, in any form, 
‘is banned therc—a factor res— 
pohslble for the nervous specula- 
tion which so often runs like 
wildfire through the country, 


As for any discussion of the 
country's war potentials, the pos- 
session of the tinlest scrap of in- 
formation on this subject would 
be regarded as treason or esplon- 
age. : 


The country’s armed forces 
and the cost of their upkeep are 
subjects never discussed openly 
in Parllament, even in the most 
kenernl terms. 


Before the war, however, the 
Czechs were regarded as having 
one of the best-cquipped armies 
In Europe.
